Applicant is requested to submit a copy of the EP-A-0,761 ,535 reference cited on 
page 3 in line 4 of the specification. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The recitation "means arranged thereon for removing the carton blank on its 
own", found in lines 4-5 of claim 1 , is unclear with respect to the removing function 
performed. A similar recitation is found in claim 4; claim 4 is likewise rejected. 

The recitation "a pivoting movement... is superposed by a rectilinear movement of 
the carriage", found in lines 7-8 of claim 1, is unclear with respect to the movements 
performed. 

The recitation "the transfer position is at least more or less horizontal... in an at 
least more or less horizontal direction", found in claim 2, is unclear with respect to the 
orientation of the transfer position and the direction. 

The recitation "the pivoting arm is of rigid, in particular angled, design", found in 
claim 3, is unclear with respect to the construction of the pivoting arm. 
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The recitation "at least one sucker strip,... has in each case at least one vacuum 
sucker", found in lines 3-4 of claim 5, is unclear with respect to what "in each case" 
means in the claimed context. A similar recitation is found in claim 6; claim 6 is likewise 
rejected. 

The recitation "a drive, in particular a servomotor... preferably has a... shaft", 
found in claim 7, is unclear with respect to the construction of the drive. A similar 
recitation is found in lines 2-3 of claim 8; claim 8 is likewise rejected. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Masunaga et al. 

Masunaga et al. disclose a separating arrangement including pivoting arm 50 
having removing means 60, the pivoting arm mounted on rectilinearly movable 
carriage 48. 

6. The cited prior art shows article transferring arrangements.
